I beg to acquaint you, that a considerable period will be required to prepare the above- 
mentioned statement, for the following reasons : 

As the annual Books of this office did not, until 1819, distinguish the duties on Articles 
imported from Great Britain, separately, from the duties on Goods imported from all other 
parts, excepting articles of British produce and manufacture, the duties on which were kept 
distinct, from the 5th January 1817 ; it wDl be necessary, in the preparation of the account, to 
refer to the abstract books for each port in which the quantities and amount of duties are 
recorded from the merchants entries: — These books of import and export are nearly one 
thousand in number. 

The amount of drawback on the Articles exported to Great Britain, must also be obtained 
from numerous documents, it not having been the practice untU lately, to keep a separate 
statement for every country;— and as the rate of each duty and drawback is required, the 
statutes for the last 20 years must be referred to for the purpose of ascertaining those rates on 
the various articles of import and export, which rates were frequently altered during that time.
